Richberg Issues Statem ent.

“It seems dear that that ques­ 
tion must be decided by the admin­ 
istration and the congress and the 
people of the United States within a 
very short time.

vived, and if the fair standards af­ 
fecting labor were to be disregarded.

poedabaptlsm. 
The 
name 
Dunker or Tunker (from the G er­ 
man tunken, to dipt was originally 
given them from the Menonites. 
They are also called Tumblers from 
their mode of baptism, w'hich is by 
putting persons while kneeling head 
first under water. 
They are also 
known at Germ an Baptists, while 
they themselves take the name of 
Brethren. 
According to recent statistics they 
have over 500 churches, with more 
th an 50,000 communicants. 
Their 
church government is nearly the 
same as other Baptists, except that 
every brother is allowed to exhort, 
W hen they find a man who is apt 
to teach, they choose him to be their 
minister, and ordain him bv the lav­ 
ing on of hands, attended with fast­ 
ing and praying and giving the right 
hand of fellowship. They also have 
deacons and deaconesses. 
I heir religious rites are peculiar 
to them . They celebrate the Lords 
Supper with accompanying usages 
of love feast and washing of feet. 
the kiss of charity and the right 
hand oi fellowship. 
They anoint 
the sick with oil for recovery and 
use time immersion with laying on 
of hands and prayer, even while the 
person baptised is under water,

DISPUTES ANI) FIGHTING 


IT WOULD not be well for all oi us to agree with everyone else. W ith- 
* out independence ct thought and action there would be little progress 
and all confusion, for there must always be leaders—those who look ahead, 
see ahead, think ahead—and go ahead. 
But this business of making a bad dispute and then turning it all into 
a real fight Ls nothing but sheer foolishness, waste and insanity. 
The la tn World war proved this fact on a big scale. I t was not “a war 
to end war,' but Just the opposite a war to start all over again on a big­ 
ger and more murderous scale than ever—perhaps (God forbid) to put 
end forever to all those wlio may engage in such a conflict. 
Disputes and fighting settle nothing. 
They only leave ugly scars as 
reminders, with bitterness and revenge multiplied a thousand fold. 
It is far better to say nothing and let the other fellow do the disput­ 
ing and fighting within himself. Then he injures only himself. 
We can afford to swallow a great deal of pride, so called, if by so do­ 
ing we save what can be a happy companionship or relationship.

heated mind cools down very rapidly under kindness and understanding. 
Each of us is a strange combination of elements and primitive instincts. 
It is not essential th at we always have our own way, or th a t we dominate 
ft situation. 
I ani impressed with the peacefulness to be found everywhere in n a­ 
ture. 
There is little interference and little quarrelling. 
Each bird and 
beast has it* own work to do and it wants to be let alone. Only in self 
protection, as a rule, does it ever dispute or fight. 
Dispute", and fights leave so much bitterness behind. 
And there is 
something that is never quite erased from the experience. 
It is not well 
th a t any of us should carry too many hurts around within our hearts. 
They clouded up beauty too much. And they leave us too starved in spirit. 
But the worst thing about disputes and fights is the waste involved. 
The world is sick because of its wastes!

20 ARE INJURED' 
IN STRIKE RIOT 


School C hildren, Driven Into 


Restaurant, Forced Out 


By Tear Gas Bombs. 


Canton, Ohio, May 28 <APp - 
Twenty persons were injured Mon­ 
day, one seriously, in. a burst of gun­ 
fire and rioting at the plant of the 
Berger 
Manufacturing 
company, 
where a strike is in progress. 
Herbert Blazer, 26, an employe of 
a tinplate company, a passerby, was 
shot in the back and was in a seri­ 
ous condition. 
Frazer was on his 
way home from work as the violence j 
broke out. 
Four othe/s were shot, three In the 
leg and one in the hand. 
Another 
man way clubbed on the head mid 
suffered scalp injuries. 
15 Children Gassed 
Fifteen school children, herded 
intr, a restaurant, suffered from tear 
gif's, but were not sent to hospitals. 
The children, on their way home 
from school, were caught in the cen­ 
ter of the riot. After they were tak­ 
en Into the restaurant, a large plate- 
glass window crashed as a bullet 
pierced it. The children were then 
taken Into the restaurant kitchen by 
the proprietor, while dishes and win­ 
dows continued to break around 
them. 
Tear gas bombs, thrown into the 
restaurant? kitchen, forced the chil­ 
dren to vacate again. They were re­ 
moved to the basement, where they 
remailed until the violence subsided 
nearby a half hour later. 
S to n e s Are T h r o w n 
The violence started as several 
automobile loads of workers were be­ 
ing escorted out of the company 
yards by guards. 
Witnesses said the strike sympa­ 
thizers hurled stones at the work­ 
ers. 
An armored car containing about 
ten men followed the escort out of 
the yard, stopped about 500 yards 
from the plant and its occupants 
opened fire into the crowd, witnesses 
said. 
A large group of men rushed to­ 
ward the armored car, seized the Urn 
armed men and a general melee en­ 
sued. 
No official estimate of the 
number of persons clubbed could be 
ast/ named. 
Witnesses to the outbreak said 
that several hundred persons who 
escaped from the clubbings and gun­ 
fire of the riot, suffered from the ill 
effects of tear gas bombs thrown by 
men identified as company guards 
from the second-story roof of the 
Berger plant.
